4 HILLED 60 INJURED 


Four 
passengers, 
one» 
a woman, 
were 
killed, 
and 
about 00 persons 
w ere injured, som e of th em serious­ 
ly, when Frisco train No 805, the St. 
Louis and 
Memphis 
Limited, south­ 
bound on the 
river 
division, went 
thru a trestle 
l>etween Seventy-Six 
and W ittenberg, at a point 100 miles 
south of St. Louis, at 4 a. m. today. 
T he train, which left St. Louis 
at 
0 o ’clock 
last 
night, 
w as running 
three hours and 25 m inutes late. 
The 
accident is attributed to heavy rains 
last night, which washed 
the earth 
from the trestle’s foundation. 
T he dead were taken to W ittenberg 
where an inquest will be held by the 
C oroner o f P erry County, and .12 of 
the 
more 
seriously 
injured were 
brought to the Frisco H ospital here, 
while other 
injured 
were 
taken 
to 
Cape Girardeau. 
Frank A. Fenwick, prosecuting at­ 
torney of Perry County, said today 
that he was 
informed 
th at section 
hands had reported the trestle as 
in 
u n safe condition several months ago. 
H e said he would make an official in­ 
quiry. 
A very heavy rain about it o'clock 
last 
night 
drained down 
from 
the 
buff- 
into 
a creek 
u sually nearly 
dry, which 
run«- 
under th e trestle 
and weakened its foundations. 
The train was running about 
15 
miles an hour, and 
the 
locomotive 
and one b ag ga ge car had passed ove 
the trestle when the fram ew ork be 
gan to sink. 
The second b a g g a g e car 
crashed through the trestle, causing 
the first car and the locom otive 
to 
overturn, and the com bination 
mail 
car and 
sm oker, 
which w as behind 
the second 
b ag ga ge 
car, and 
the 
chair car, which w as next, piled upon 
the b a g g a g e car. 
The top of the chair car w as torn 
off. 
The finst four cars 
w ere 
the 
only ones derailed, the rear half of 
the train rem aining on the track. 
A 
club car and three sleepers were the 
rear half. 
Most of the fatalities and injuries 
appear to have 
been 
in 
the 
chair 
car. 
In 
the 
Pullman 
c a r s , 
to 
the 
rear, passengers 
were throw n from 
their berths, hut were 
not seriously 
hurt. 
The special train bringing 12 
of 
the injured arrive»! at T o w er Grove 
Station at 2:15 p. m., and was met 
by ambulances which took th e injur 
ed to the Frisco Hospital, 
The other relief train, which went 
to Cape Girardeau, carried a larger 
number, as som e 
uninjured passen­ 
gers eontniued their 
journey south 
on that train. 
Physicians and nurses 
went from Cape Girardeau on 
this 
train, ami it got hack to C ape Gir­ 
ardeau, 30 miles from the scene 
of 
the w reck, at 12:20 p m. 
•Several mem bers 
o f the National 
Guards, living at Steel, and on fur­ 
lough from strike 
duty at Moberly, 
w ere am ong those less serio u sly 
in 
jured. 
<R. G. Phillipson, who w a t conduc­ 
tor of the wrecked train, arrived with 
the relief train. 
He was too busy, in 
caring for the injured, to tell in de 
tail of his experineces, but 
he said 
he was in the rear vestibule of the 
combination car and was imprisoned 
for a time, a fter the car tilted 
off 
the trestle. 
'Phillipson and Scott Gibson, train 
porter, who w as one o f those injured, 
were in the Frisco wreck at Horine, 
week before last. 
W. R. Mayne, a lawyer, w ith 
o f­ 
fices in the Liberty Central Building, 
and F. O. Rutherford of 4958 Cattle­ 
man avenue, who were passengers in 
one of the sleepers, were bruised by 
being thrown 
from 
their 
berths. 
They helped in g e ttin g 
the injured

Mayne said the chair car was 
jam med into a position betw een the 
trestle, and the heavier cars behind, 
and that its

buckled, causing injuries to a num­ 
ber of the chair car p a ssen gers.
